dance with him. I tell you a fiddle is a big help in 
a fight, Where you have folks in the 
question.’’

I had to work there- 
fore very carefully. One of my constituents claim- 
ed that all fiddlers went to the devil. The boys 
and girls told me to play ahead and they would all 
follow the fiddler no matter where he went. That 
satisfied me. I found the miners very susceptible 
to music, and they liked itlively and bright. As 
for a country break-down, where no man would 
think of cutting the pigeon wing until he was eight 
feet in the air, and where yourpretty girl partner 
rehazzees away from you three feetata slide, you 
won't make the music too quick or strong. If 
you’ve got the right motion to your elbow and 
the right twist to your fingers and good rosin on 
your bow you ought to get every vote in a crowd 
like that.’’

sis of the largest previous production, that of 
1889-81 (0.408 per bale to the acre), would 
give a crop of 6,768,000 bales; a produc- 
tion equal to the average of the six 
seasons 1875-6 to 1580-1 would give a yield of 
6,536,000 bales.

It is just possible, therefore, ,that 
crop of 6,500,000 bales, Europe “may receive 
less American in 1882-83 than she did in 
1880-81, while even with a crop of 7,000,000 
she would not get much more than she did in 
that season.

cotton and distributors of goods-lay in stocks, 
while at the higher price they reduce their 
holdings to the lowest possible compass. It 
Wea the ignoring of this economical truth that 
léd so many people astray last season. 

THE PRICE AND THE SUPPLY FROM INDIA, 

Last season the import into Europe was 
1,657,000 bales, but this total ineluded at 
least 100,000 bales kept back out of the pre- 
vious crop owing to the low prices current in 
April, May, and June, 1881. With a large 
American crop, it is hardly likely that Surats 
will move to Europe as rapidly this season as 
they did last, especially as they are pretty 
certain not to enjoy a repetition of the exten- 
sive patronage bestowed upon them last win- 
ter and spring by American and other specu- 
lators. Itis not unreasonable, therefsre, to 
calculate that at Jeast as much cotton will be 
kept back as was retained the season before 
last, in which case the import into Europe in 
LS&2-33 will not exceed 1,450,000 bales. The 
most current estimates of the Egyptian crop 
range between 1,750 000 and 2,250,000 cantars, 
320,000 bales of 650

WHAT EUROPE MAY GET. 


It has already been shown that Europe 
may notget more than 4,393,000 bales Ameri- 
can out of a crop of 6,800,000, but if the yield 
slightly exceeds this figure, or if the Ameri- 
cans only partly replenish their materially 
reduced stocks, the import into Europe may 
reach 4,500,000 bales.

Bearing in mind the fact that European 
spinners holda smaller stock at the mills 
than they did twelve months ago, it is appa- 
rent that an American crop of 6,800,000 to 6,- 
900,000, coming after one of 5,435,000, would 
about restore the stocks of the world to the 
aggregate touched at the end of September, 
1881, but would leave a deticiency in respect 
of American and Egyptian. The outlook for 
consumers is, therefore, satisfactory, as it may 
be taken for granted that, with such a sup- 
ply, prices in 1882-3 will be lower, on aver- 
age, than in any of the past three seasons, in 
which they were for middiinaraninedia b6%4d., 
644d., and 6 51-32d., respectively. 

EXAGGERATION OF THE AMERICAN CROP. 

In some quarters it is suspected that the 
size of the American crop is being greatly ex- 
aggerated, and that instead of being 6,800,000 
to 7,000,000, tosay nothing of 7,250,000, it 
will not exceed 6,500,000; but even if the crop 
should not be larger than 500,000, there 
would be enough cotton to leave stocks at the 
end of the season about same as at the 
opening. ‘Twelve months ago we stated that 
the world would want a crop of 6,215,000 
bales to keep the then heavy stock intact. 
but we also said, in the same 
report, that under certain cir- 
cumstances (and before the great Indian de- 
velopment had taken place) a crop of 5,734,000 
would suftice. So now, we do not say that the 
world needs 6,800,000 to 6,900,000, but merely 
that such acrop could be handled without 
ditticultv, asit would be pretty evenly dis-

SIZE OF THE AMERICAN CROP A GUESS, 

The size of the American crup is at present 
so much a matter of mere guess work that it 
is impossible to forin an opinion of any value 
as to the probable course of prices during the 
season, especially as there is also much uncer- 
tainty respecting the extent of the Egyptian 
crop and as to the movement fron India. On 
all these points pretty definite information 
will be available in about a couple of months. 
In the meantime consumers, while operating 
as sparingly as possible on the spot, are large 
buyers of early shipments and deliveries on 
the basis of the rates now ruling for Novem- 
ber and December futures. It is evidentthat, 
for the remainder of the current year, spin- 
ners consider 6'4d a safe price at which to put 
themselves under contract. 

As to next year, everything will depend on 
the developments of supply and demand 
during the eoming two months, on the ex- 
piration of which we shall know better than 
we do now whether the American crop is 
likely to be nearer six and a half millions 
while we shall also 
able to gauge the condition and 
for goods and yarns, the present unsatisfac 
tory state of which is, to some extent, trace. 
able to the uncertain outlook of the markets 
for the raw material.

The Saecessful Experiment In Dairying Made in 
filancock County.

Sparta, November 16.—Seven miles from 
Sparta isan old dilapidated village, called 
t. Zion, which was once one of the first 
towns in Hancock county, and famous for its 
educational facilities. It was here that the 
great educator, Dr. Beaman, instructed so 
many young men who have since made their 
mark in life. At Mt. Zion, lives Mr. W. J. 
Northen, a distinguished and highly respected 
gentleman and a former dg gree of this 
county. He has this year been experiment- 
ing some in the dairy business, and expresses 
himself as believing that there is considera- 
ble profit in it. During seven months 
of the present year Mr. Northen has milked an 
average of seven cows, and has sold one thou- 
sand pounds of butter besides using a consid- 
erable quantity of cream and butter at home. 
He now thinks of enlarging his business and 
buying Jerseys. Four of the cows he has 
been milking are half Jersey; the others are 
the common cows. A few weeks since Mr. 
orthen paid $100 for a Jersey calf only six 
yeeks old, and now values it at $500. 
There are thousands of acres of uncultiva- 
ed land lying around Mount Zion, agood 
tion of which belongs to Mr. 
then, and he has begbn to set the hills 
bermunda grass. Henow has forty acres in 
ss and intends to set thirty acres more 
tspring. This and the cane on his farm 
winter his dry cattle, but he will feed 
Ss milk cows on peas, oats and wheat bran. 
he peas and oats he boils before feeding. 
Mr. Northen is very particular what he feeds 
to his milk cows,as much so as he is with his 
own diet. He has abandoned the use of cot- 
ton seed for them, claiming that it makes the 
butter tough and sticky. Your correspon- 
dent tried some of the butter and while he 
does not claim to be an expert in’the business, 
ronounced it the best he ever saw. Mr. N 
1as made arrangements to sell all the butter 
he can make during the next twelve months 
at thirty-five cents per pound. There is 
money in the dairy business, and he is pre- 
pared to get it out, and will do it.

FOOD FISH. 


THE WEALTH OF SEA AND RIVER 
SCANNED. 


The Bays and Sounds of the South Atlantic Coast and 
Their Freight of Fcod—The Grest Increase of 
Interest in the Fisheries—Fact and Fig- 
ures Showing the Progess, Etc. 


From the United States Census Report. 

Probably no portion of the entire coast is so 
bountifully supplied with valuable food-fish 
and other edible species as are the soundsand 
bays of oursouthern Atlaatic states. Fully 
three times as many persons are at presenten- 
gaged in the fisheries of the district under 
censideration as in 1870, and the value of the 
products has more than quadrupled during 
the same period; yet the fact remains that in 
many localities, especially in the portion 
south of Albemarle sound, North Carolina 
the fisheries are practically undeveloped, and 
the people, as arule, have little idea of the 
abundance of fish in the waters along iheir 


shores. There are many obstacles in the way 
of any extensive fishing business, such as the 
difficulty of procuring ice and the absence of 
yroper shipping facilities; but there seems 
little doubt that when the people come to re- 
alize the importance of their fishing interests 
these difficulties will be overcome, and many 
will find fishing a remunerative employment. 
In certain localities, as at Beaufort, Wil- 
mington, and Charleston, a larze business has 
sprung up, with profit to all concerned, but 
even here’the industry is capable of much fur- 
ther develupement. 

In the present report four series of tables are 
presented, showing in detail the fishery inter- 
ests ofthe southern Atlantic states. Series A 
sbows the totals for all of the fishery indus- 
tries. It is merely a summation of the three 
following series, with an allowance for per- 
sons, apparatus, and capital employed in two 
ormore of the fisheries during different por- 
tions of the season. Series b shews the ex- 
tent of the sea fisheries, separe’e tables being 
given for persons, appara t.., and capital em- 
ployed, and also for tic quantities and values 
of the varieus piudacts. Series C shows the 
same facts fer the river fisheries, and series D 
is devoted to the oyster industry. To these 
series are added tables giving separately the 
extent of the fishery interests of each state, and 
a table sho:ving, by states, the quantity of each 
of the more important food-fish and other spe- 
cies landed by the fishermen. 

From the tables of Series A the following 
summary of the variousinterestsofthe south- 
ern Atlantic states is derived: 

Person employed 52,418; fishing vessels 3,- 
014: tonnage of same 60,886; fishing boats 60,- 
886; capital dependent on the fishery ind- 
dustries $8,951,722; pounds of fish sold fresh 
for food 42,571,340; pounds of fish salted for 
food 30,579,500; pounds of productsother than 
fish for food 129,719,527; pounds of miscellan- 
eous products for fertilizers and other pur- 
poses 04,668,800; value of products to the fish- 
erman $9,602,737. 

The only persons includedin the tables are 
those who fish extensively or devote a consid- 
erable portion of their time to reparing and 
marketing fishery products. Partins fishing 
for pleasure or home supply are wholly neg- 
lected, though an estimate of the fish taken 
by them is included. A large majority of the 
fishermen are married, having families de- 
pending upon them, and assuming that 30, 
000 families are represented, the total num- 
ber of people dependent upon the fisheries of 
this district will scarcely fall below 200,000. 
Fully five-eighths of the entire number are 
Americans. With the exception of a few for- 
eigners, chiefly of Spanish descent, the remain- 
der are mostly negroes. 

The $9,602, 737 represents the sum_ realized 
by the fisherman as the result of their labor, 
and not the market valine of the catch. Qw- 
ing to the c»st of transportation, the expense 
of icingand packing, and the profitsof the va- 
riousmiddlemen the values of many of the pro- 
ducts are greatly increased before they final- 
ly reach the consumer, and if the market val- 
ue be desired fully $7,000,000 must be added 
to the above figures. 

THE FISHERIES OF NORTH CAROLINA. 

The large rivers and brackish sounds of 
North Carolina are visited annually by im- 
mense numbers of shad and alewives (com- 
monly called herrimg), and in spring and 
early summer the fishing is extensive in ma- 
ny portions of the state. The principal fish- 
eries, however, are near the junction of the 
Roanoke and Chowan rivers, at the head of 
Albermarle sound, and in the Neuse and the 
Tar rivers. In the alewife fisheries the state 
ranks first on the list, with 15,520,000 pounds, 
netting the fishermen $142,784. The quantity 
of shad taken in 1880 was 3,221,263 pounds, 
being alittle below the Maryland catch, but 
the price realized is so much greater that the 
value of the catch is more than double that 
for the Maryland fishery. * Its sea-fisheries,- 
when compared with those of the more north 
ern states, are of little importance, though the 
bays and sounds between Beaufort and Wil- 
mington many follow tishing for a livelihood 
and secure annually large quantities of the 
Various species. The mullet fisheries of North 
Carolina are second only to those of Florida, 
the catch of 1880 amounting to 3,368,000 
pounds, valued at $80,500. A detailed statis- 
tical review of the North Carolina fishe- 
ries may be fourd in table XVIII, from which 
the following summary is taken: 

Persons employed 5,274; fishing vessels 95; 
fishing boats 2,714; capital dependent on the 
fishery industries $506,@61; pounds of sea pro- 
ducts taken (including oysters) 11,357,300; val 
ue of Same $280,745: pounds of river products 
taken 20,892,188; value of same $546,95#: total 
value of products to the fisherman $827,695, 

THE FISHERIES OF SQUTH CAROLINA, 

South Carolina comes twentieth in the list 
of fish producing states, with 1,005 fishermen 
and products valued at$212.482. Sheis, how- 
ever, noted for her shrimp fisheries, these be- 
ing more extensive than those of any other 
state, and nearly as important as_ those of all 
other states combined. In 1880 her fishermen 
secured 18,000 bushels, valued at $37,500. The 
principal fisheries are about Charleston, 
where several hundred negroes, with anoc- 
casional Spaniard, are engaged in fishing with 
hand lines from vessels and bcats to supply 
the city with whiting, blackfish, and td 
species. A limited fishery occurs at George- 
town and in the sounds about Beaufort, from 
which points afew fish are shipped to the in- 
terior cities. Beyond the places mentioned 
no sea fishery of importance occurs, though 
there is more or less fishing for local supply 
along all portions of the coast. Four hun- 
dred thousand pounds of alewives (locally 
known as herring), 207,600 pounds of shad, 
and 261,250 pounds of sturgeon, with consid- 
erable quantities of other species, were taken 
by the river fishermen, the largest fisheries 
being in the Edisto river and in the _ tributa- 
ries of Winyah bay. From tables XIX, which 
shows fully the fishery interests of the state. 
w® gather the following: 

Persons employed 1,005; capital dependent 
on fishery industries $66,275; pounds of sea 
product taken (including oysters) 5,099,400, 
value of same $173,125; pounds of river pro- 
ducts taken 1,043,850; value of same $39 - 
357; total value of products to the fishermen 
$212,482, 

THE FISHERIES OF GEORGIA, 

The sea fisheries of Georgia are as yet al- 
most wholly undeveloped, and the state comes 
next to eastern Florida, lowest on the list of 
Atlantic-borderingstaltes. Immense numbers 
of edible fishes of various kinds gather in the 
numerous sounds and bays and along the outer 
shore, but comparatively feware taken, and 
the people are largely dependent upon the 
fishermen of western Florida for theirsupply. 
In 1880 the value of all sea products, exclu- 
sive of oysters, was only $19,225. The oysters 
taken were valued at $35,00, making the total 
value of the sea products $54,225. The river fish- 
eries are more fully developed, and the Savan- 
nah Ogeechee and Altamaha yield considerable 
quantities of fresh-water and anadromous 
species. The principal fish taken are shad 
and sturgeon. Of the former 252,000 pounds, 


and of the latter 354,000 nds, 
were caught in 1880. From table XX. we 


gather the following summatio the 
fishery interests of the state: 

Persons employed 899: capital dependent on 
fishery industries $78,770; pounds of sea pro- 
ducts taken (including oysters) 982,000; 
value of same $54,225; pounds of river pro- 
duct taken $1,290,500; value of same $65,768; 
total value of products to the fishermen $119.- 
993. 

THE FISHERIES OF EASTERN PLORIDA. 

The fisheries of eastern Flomdaareso dif- 
ferent from those of the gulf coast that it has 
been thought desirable totreat the two regions 
separately. In the statistical tables here giv- 
en the figures refer only to the fisheries of the 
sounds and rivers tributary to the Atlan- 
tic. If tbe entire state be consider- 
ed, Florida takes the fifteenth place on the 
list of fish-producing states. having, in 1880, 
2.480 fishermen, with products valued at $636, - 
378. Herprincipal fisheriesareat Key West, 
where a fleet of 21 vessels is employed in the 
capture of groupers and red snappers for the 
Havana market. The sponge fisheries of the 
United States are confined exclusively tothe 
west coast of Florida, where, according to 
Mr. Silas Stearn, special agent in charge of 
the fisheries of the Gulf states, 100 sail of ves- 
sels are engaged in the business, the value of 
thes ponges taken in1880 amounting to $2007 50. 
The mullet fisheries also are of peculiar im- 
portance, the catch fer the entire gulf coast 
according to Mr. Stearn being four times 
that oi eastern Florida. The catch for state in 
1880 reach 2d 3,494,333 pounds, valued at$1_3,- 
508, this ¢uantity representing nearly half of 
the mullet taken inthe UnitedSiates. Along 
the Atlantic coast the fisbing is chiefly with 
hook-r.nd-line or cast-nets for local supply, 
the oi:ly commercial fishery of importance 
being in the Indian river, where 88,200 
pou'ids of green turtle, valued at $6,000 were 
taken,“of which the greater part wasshipped to 
the northern markets. The shad fisheries of 
the St. John’s, though of recent origin, are 
quite extensive, 251,700 pounds, worth $20,- 
126, being taken in 1880. A full statistical ac- 
eount of the fisheries of eastern Floridais giv- 
en in table X XI, from which the following is 
gathered: 

Persons employed 368; capital dependent 
on the fishery industries $45,554; pounds of 
sea products taken (including oysters) 1,619,- 
300; value of same, $46,072; pounds of river 
products, 667,450; value of same, $32,336; total 
value of products to the fishermen, $75,408. 

An examination of table XXII shows that 
of the 297,539,167 pounds of fishery products 
taken in the southern Atlantic states, fully 
two-fifths, or 124,231,240 pounds, are oyster 
meats, an allowance of 7 pounds being made 
for each bushel of shell oysters. Of the re- 
mainder, 92.194,800 pounds are menhaden, 
32,184,372 pounds are alewives (commonly 
called herring),and 10,878,942 pounds areshad. 
These are the only species that are taken in 
quantities exceeding 5,000,000 pounds. —_ Five 
other species, namely, the mullet, crab, blue- 
fish, perch, and striped bass, are taken in 
quantities exceeding 2,000,000 pounds, while 
the catch for nine others ranges between l,- 
000,000 and 2,000,000

The following beautiful tribute to Mr. Singleton 
of Marion, was delivered*by Mr. Du Pree, of Macon 
county:

mind naturally shrinks back at the contemplation 
of death, but when the ‘king of terrors’ lavs its 
‘icy cold”’ fingers where the manly form oi the 
young, the hopeful, and promising, ere the su 
life had lighted aurora’s tiuts and dissolved 1 
dews of night, while yet it was morn, then, indeed, 
is death peculiarly sad, and erring mortais are 
brought, face to face with the stern realization, ‘‘in 
the midst of life we are in death.’’ In this hall 
there is one vacant chair, in the call of the cierk 
there is one name unsounded upon our roll; itis 
the name of the Hon. Will. W. Singleton late mem 
ber elect to the house of representatives from the 
county of Marion. It was my fortune to know him 
well and am assured I enjoyed his friendship and 
esteem. Well, do I remember, when first we met 

t wasona lovely autumn day in 1880, when the 
forest of nature wus clad in the sear and yellow 
leaf, by the grave of a fond relative. 
whose gentle spirit had recently en- 
tered the ‘‘dark shadows.” as he was upon his 
way tothis city, sevckinga clerkship in the house 
of representatives of the legislature of 1880-81, and 
I in the act of leaving my home to become a mem- 
ber of that body, to which I had been returned by 
a confiding people. He asked me to aid him in se- 
curing him a position upon ourclerical force. He 
was cacommirat ta his efforts, and doubtless the re- 
cords of that house, now within the walls of this 
capitol building, abundantly testify as to his fidel- 
ity to duty, and his devotion to trust. ‘‘While 
here inthe capacity of legislative clerk, it was 
told him that some one had remarked, ‘his posi 
tion as clerk did not become him asan editor,’ 
his promptand earnest “yg od was, I shall goto my 
home, and when I return here, ‘‘it shall not be as 
a clerk, butasa@ member ofthe house of represen- 
tatives from the county of Marion.’’* Sure enough 
he was the recipient of his party’s nominatianina 
heated contest over an older and distinguished 
competitor, and upon the ides of October, as he lay 
upon a bed of languishing and of death, he was the 
young and gallant chieftain of a proud and victo- 
rious democracy. But he was not permitted to en 
joy the fruits of his triumph. Disease laid its ruthless 
hands upon him and claimed him as its victim, and 
soon he was spirited away, tothe ‘‘dark and 
rayless chambers of itstomb.’’ Had he been per- 
mitted to take bis seat, he would have been the 
younges! member upon the floor of this house 

Sut, alas, forhuman greatness! Young Singleton 
was no favored child of fortune, but, like those men 
who have made their names immortal, he entered 
the battle of life with no friends but a proud spirit, 
and no fortune save his talents. While a mere 
strip'ing, he was placed as a type setter in the office 
of the Buena Vista Argus, a paper published in tne 
couuty of Marion. s0on he was its local editor, and 
then its able editor and proprietor. Astbhe young- 
est journalist, doubtless, in Georgia, as he 
have been the roungest legislator, he 
preserve a dignity of tone in that callin; 
ed, and for the maintenance of afnealthy publi: 
timent in even upholding the right; and despésing 
the wrong. Amid the pressing cares of an active, 
but brilliant and useful life, he neglected not the 
cause of his Master. He was an exemplary member 
of the Methodist church, and his faith in the teach- 
ings of a ‘risen Saviour,’’ was as firmand unshaken 
as the earth in which he “‘sleeps his last sleep.’’ Mr. 
Speaker, and fellow members, lam confident, I use 
and give 
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no extravagance of language, 
expressions to no fulsome praise, when I] 
assert in this presence that Georgia, the brightest 
star that twinkles its midnight splendor in the cor- 
onet of states, with her glorious mountains ribbed 
with gold and silver, carrying winter upon their 
heads, spring upon their shoulders, while summer 
sleeps at their feet; rich in all the elements of ma- 
terial wealth, renowned in the Chivalry of her sons 
and the beauty of her daughters, but grander still 
in the everlasting memories of her cherished dead, 
can ill afford to spare such men as was Will W. 
Singleton. 
for the representatives of a great state to pause in 
their deiiberations for a brief period of time to 
shed the tear of sympathy over the bier of the 
“early dead.’’ In the grand eycies of time, as they 
move on in unceasing revolutions, 
of princes will fade, diadem; of roy- 
alty will wither and scepters will decay,but among 
a people who knew him best and loved him most, 
those shining qualities that illustrated his dignity 
of character and nobility of manhood, like the 
‘crushed myrtle and the bruised rose,’’ with fresh- 
er vagrance and greener verdue, will linger in fade- 
less colors upon the ‘‘eye of memory.’’ Though the 
illustrious dead answers not to our roll call, jet us,

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A $2.000 INVESTMENT. 

A correspondent asks us on what ruleof 
business we justify the spending of $1,200 
for collecting the news of one day from two 
political districts.

"It is our ambition 
and our purpuse to continue this work until 
every intelligent Georgian relies on Tur Con- 
STITUTION as a paper that he cannot do with- 
out, and until itis te be found a welcome 
and essential visitorin every famuly in the 
state. Our interprise of the 7th of November 
is a mere incident of this purpose—a simple 
step forward 1n this ambition. 


THE LIBRARY ART LOAN. 

The people of Georgia will this week have 
within convenient reach, for the first time in 
the history of the state, am exhibition of pic- 
tures, and other worksof art, thatis rarely ex- 
celled anywhere, either in number or quality. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the coming 
exhibition is altogether the best ever held in 
the farsouth. It is doubtful whether a bet- 
ter representation of modern art has ever been 
seen south of Washington. On the walls of 
the library hall will ke found next Wednes- 
day night, paintings from the easels of nearly 
every well-known American artist, and the 
artists of France, England and Germany, 
will be by no means _ unrepresented. 
Some of their best works will be there. 
So many good paintings were never before 
gathered together in a southern city. We say 
this because we want the people of Georgia to 
know at the outset that all the pleasure and 
advantages of a large and excellent collection 
are open to them. 

We are also glad to state that the library 
management have determined to keep all the 
accessories of the exhibition up to the highest 
standard. None of the extortions of the mod- 
ern benevolent fair will be permitted. After 
the visitor pays an admission fee, he will not 
be asked either directly or indirectly to fure 
ther deplete his purse. And certainly the price 
of admission is reasonable. 

Let us hope that while the general public 
are appreciating the collection, the more for- 
tunate people of the state will be engaged in 
selecting paintings to adorn their homes. 
The Georgia market is very bare of pictures, 
and the man who has an_ elegant home to 
adorn in the state, needs pictures. Such a 
home without pictures is indeed a desolate 
place. The people, in other words, who can- 
not afford to buy pictures should see 
what they *cannot possess, and those who 


can afford to make such investments 
should see toit that the gems of the col- 


lection are not returned to the studios from 
which they came. In this way the full effect 
of the exhibition in elevating the tastes and 
refining the thoughts of the people will be 
had. Wewrite without special enthusiasm. 
but with full knowledge of the composifion 
of the exhibition, and we would feel that we 
had been remiss in duiy if we did not advise 
all our readers to visit the exhibition early 
and often. 
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THE NEW PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

Mr. Gladstone’s effort to prevert what we 
call filibustering against public measures in 
the house of commons was crowned with 
triumph on the first division. It arose over

put, he may so inform the house: and if a motion 
be made “that the question be now put,’’ Mr’ 
Speaker or the chairman shall forthwith put such 
question: and if the same be decided in the affir 
mative, the question under discussion shall be put 
forth with; provided that the question shall not be 
decided in the affirmative, if a division be taken, 
unless it shall appear to have ;been supported by 
more than 200 members or to have been opposed by 
less than forty members. 

The opposition attempted to substitute a two- 
thirds for a bare majority in this rule, and on 
he division that followed the government 
was sustained by a vote of 322 to 238. The 
Irish party veted with the iiberals. In the sub- 
sequent divisions the Irish members generally 
voted with the opposition, but the ministry 
have been uniformly sustained by a majority 
of about forty. 

The passage of the closure in very nearly its 
original form is now a foregone conclusion. 
A majority of the members will then have the 
power to close a debate, It is indeed strauge 
that a body burdened with a large amount of 
important business has not long 
before this had rules that 
would render abortive merely obstructive 
effor:s of the minority. Mr. Gladstone's 
rules meet this want, and yet he has at the 


|| same time been able to prevent an abuse of the 


rights of the minority; for a debate cannot be 
closed ina thin house, and one member can 
stop such an effort unless one hundred mem- 
bers support it. Mr. Gladstone’s programme 
is wholly sensible and practical, and yet the 
entire tory party contend, with the Irish re 
sistance of last year fresh in mind, that a 
measure shall not be voted on so lon: as any 
one wants to discuss it, orsomething connect- 
ed with it. This simply shows that political 
warfare in the mother country is no better or 
more patriotic than itisin this country. It 
almost incredible that any set 
of sensible and honest men 
would resist the adoption of a 
reasonable restriction on obstructive tactics. 

Mr. Gladsctone’s success is however assured, 
and itis believed that, alter an adjournment, 
he will follow it up with a bill to extend the 
county franchise and other promised reforms. 
If the county franchise is extended, as pro- 
posed, it will give the ballot to half a million 
agricultural laborers, thus strengthening the 
liberal party, and consolidating the power of 
the grandest premier that England has known 
in many a year. 
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REDISTRICTING THE STATE. 
The most important piece of work before 


the legislature, perhaps,is the redistricting of 
the state. 

We have no personal interests to serve in 
this matter. We only hope that the districts 
will be made without any attempt at gerry- 
mandering. What is wanted is compact dis- 
tricts, equalized as to inhabitants without the 
slightest regard to the white or black vote. 
There is no disguising the fact that the state 
was so districted ten years ago, as togive 
the whites the majority where possible. The 
result has proved the scheme a most un- 
wise one. The heavy negro districts have 
been the safest democratic districts, and the 
only districts carried against the nominees of 
the democratic party are the two heaviest 
white districts. What is needed now, tlere- 
fore, is compact districts, showing no such 
absurdities as the putting of Milton and 
Houston counties in one. 

A study of the tables we print in another 
column will show where tiie new district 
must come from. The basis of apportion- 
ment is 154,000 inhabitants. The 8th district 
has the largest surplus.over this basis, its sur- 
plus being, in round figures, 58,000. The 5th 
district comes next with 40,000 surplus. 
The Ist has a ‘surplus’ of 30,000, 
and the 4th of only 15,000. The 3d_ has less 
than the requisite number, the second but 
4,000 surplus, and the sixth exactly what it 
ought to have. The seventh and ninth each, 
have asmall surplus. . The new district must 
be largely taken, however, from the eighth 
and fifth districts, the surplus of the first 
district being needed to fill up the second 
and third districts, 

On whatever plan the re-apportionment 
takes place, the people will be satisfied if the 
districts are made compact and solid, and 
made without referenceto one vote or another. 
Let us have no gerrymandering, and let us 
have no more shoe-string districts, like the 


present fifth, or semi-circular districts like the 
first. 


AN AMERICAN NOVEL. 
Mr. Howells’s ‘‘A Modern Instance’ has 


been before the public in book form long 
enough to create considerable discussion. 
Chis means, as a matter of course, that it has 
attracted attention. It has challenged admi- 
ration as well, for while some of the critics 
have found ground for complaint as to motive 
and result, the exquisite literary art that 
makes itself felt upon every page has been 
the wonder and the delight of thousands of 
readers, Nevertheless, there has been dis- 
cussion, and this discussion has been renewed 
by astatement of Mr. Howells in his recent 
sketch of the Junior James to the effect that 
the present generation of readers would not 
begin to tulerate the confidential attitude of 
Thackeray. The critics make haste to cry 
out that Thackeray is more popular with tie 
present generation of readers than with his 
own, and this is undoubtedly true. At the 
same time it is fair to say that, in all proba- 
bility, Mr. Howells has been misunderstood. 
What he meant to say was that if any novel- 
ist of the present day should atte mpt to re- 
produce the confidential attitude of Thacke- 
ray, the attempt would not be tolerated. 
That this is a mistaken notion, there can be 
no doubt, but it is what Mr. Howells meant. 
In “‘a modern instance,’’ the story opens 
in a small New England village. sartley 
Hubbard, a young man of bright mind and 
generous impulses, marries Marcia Gaylord, 
a young woman of smart appearance, who, 
among her other accomplishments, has a 
quick temper and a jealous disposition. Bar- 
tley isthe editor of a weekly paperin the 
village; he has been through college, and he 
bas the address, the sel?-possession and the 
gift of gab that are supposed to be the inher- 
itance of all New England boys. He marries 
Marcia in spite of the opposition of her fa- 
ther, and takes herto Bostor where he soon 
finds a situation asa newspaper reporter. The 
life of this young couple in Boston is descri- 
bed with a skill and power rarely to be met 
with in contemporary fiction.. The picture, 
such as it is, is exquisitely painted. The del- 
icacy of touch and the art of expression leave 
nothirg to be desired so far as technical de- 
tails are concerned. Nothing couid be more 
elaborate—nothing could be more realistic. 
Bartley Hubbard's weaknesses bdgin to de- 
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velop themselves in the atmosphere of Bos- 
ton. He takes to Tivolt beer for one 
thing, and displays a sort of loose morality 
with respect to newspaper management. 
There seems to be nothing criminal—nothing 
very mean—in his views; but weare led to 
infer that he is not in favor of publishing a 
newspaper exclusively for circulation in the 
parlor. A lumberman tells him a story and 
he prints it without asking the lumberman’s 
advice. This, together with Tivoli beer, 
makes a turning point in Hubbard’s career. 
A high-toned Boston editor finds out that 
Hubbard has failed to get the consent of the 
lumberman, and the high-toned editor there- 
upon cuts the acquaintance of his esteemed 
contemporary. Mrs. Hubbard also discovers 
the fact,and gives her husband a terrible tongue 
lashing. For the first time she begins to suspect 
that he isa hardened criminal. Hubbard is 
not in the least remorseful, but in order to 
show his nearest and dearest friends just how 
bad he can be, even in Boston, he goes out, 
and, in addition to a slug or two of the inev- 
itable Tivoli beer, takes three hot-scotches 
three whole ones, and comes home in a beast 
ly state of Boston intoxication. 

Things then go from bad to worse. Hub- 
bard begins to speculate in futures or margins, 
gets out of money and borrows from Halleck, 
a young Boston prig, who, contrary to the ad- 
vice of a Boston lawyer, has fallen desperate- 
ly in love with Mrs, Hubbard. There are sev- 
eral beautifully family quarrels 
about this time, and several fits of intoxica- 
tion on the part of Hubbard. After one of 
these quarrels, Hubbard disappears. Halleck 
and the Boston lawyer know very well that 
he is gone for good, but Mrs. Hubbard keeps 
open house for him, and insists that he will 
return. Halleck, whois a member of the 
church, and the only truly good man in the 
book, begins to grow very restless. His love 
for Mrs. Hubbard begins to stick out like a 
wen on a negro’s neck, and he announces to 
lawyer friend ‘that he must go 
off to South America, in order 
to recupérate his cripped morality. 
In the meantime, it begins to appear that 
Mrs. Hubbard ‘“‘ just worships’? Halleck, and 
the whole atmosphere grows threatening. 
The lawyer becomes a veritable Joseph Cook, 
and delivers some very severe lectures. This 
makes Halleck mad, and he goes to South 
America—South America being, in this in- 
stance, a Boston suburb. One fine morning 
he turns up again with the intention of ask- 
ing Mrs. Hubbard to marry him, but finds at 
his office an Indiana paper containing a no- 
tice citing Marcia Hubbard to appearat a 
small town in that progressive state to answer

ance and a pink neck, the latter feature being 
due to the fact that he has dropped the 
Tivoli beer _ of Boston, and_ taken 
to drinking the Cincinnati brand, The pink 
neck is evidently intended to stand asasymp- 
tom of advanced moral degradation, and we 
are the more sure of this since it was acquired 
in the west far away from the influence of 
Boston. After the scene at the little Indiana 
town, the principal characters go back to New 
England. Halleck becomes a preacher and 
he marries Mrs. Hubbard, and there is sup- 
posed to be happiness in the household. 

Readers who are fresh from reading ‘‘A 
Modern Instance’ will object to this synopsis 
as meagre and coarse; and yet thisisa fair 
outline of Mr. Howells’s book. We have 
given the motive as well as the moral; we have 
endeavored to remove this outline as far 
possible from the exquisite charm of Mr. 
Howells’s style—from the effect of his delicate 
and delicious humor. We have presented 
boldly and somewhat bluntly the effect of 
the story. What is this effect? We do not 
hesitate to say that it is almost wholly de- 
pressing. What has literature to do with such 
ignoble people as these that live out their 
mean, narrow lives in this book? But if lit- 
erature must deal with such specimens, 
end and aim should be to present them with 
ull their relations to life. In this particular, 
‘‘A Modern Instance’’ nota work of art. 
All of Mr. Howells’s literary skill is insuffi- 
cient to remove the fatal objection that the 
Hubbards and the Hallecks, and 
all the rest bear no definite relations to the 
life around them. He has madea delightful 
study of character, but itis nota profound 
study. No amount of literary skill can cover 
up the failure to present character in its yela- 
tions to life itself—in relation tothe times, 
the circumstances, and all the 
tures of its environment. Toanalyze motives 
and present convictions is one thing—to paint 
character in all its relations is another. 

Mr. Richard Henry Stoddard says of Mr. 
Howells’s books that they are superticial. 
This aptly describes the effect of ‘‘A Modern 
Instance,’ butits hould be borne in mind that 
Mr. How ells and Mr. rard superti- 
ciality as an accomplishment. They study to 
make it effective, and <hey succeed. ‘hey 
give us books full of humor and information, 
full of grace and refinement. They are charm- 
ingly superficial, and intentionally To 
present character apart from. the mere emo- 
tions of the individual, and in all ifs relations 
to life would be to take the confidential atti- 
tude of the unfortunate Mr. Thackeray, and 
this Mr. Howells distinctly repudates both for 
himself and for Mr. James. 

One of the critics has found a moral 
Modern Instance.’’ It is a protest, 
against the laxity of our divorce laws; and 
there is a vague implication in the hurry 
with which all the characters go to Indiana 
that Bartley Hubbard in endeavoring to pro- 
cure a divorce from his wife is doing her a 
grievous wiong. But if Bartley mean 
and as coptemptible as Mr. Howells has paint- 
ed him, his attempt to get a divorce is an act 
of generosity. Nothing could be better for the 
wife than the divorce which he is trying to 
get. If weread aright, the Indiana system 
of divorce is a very good thing for Marcia 
Hubbard. But, after all, how is it possible 
ora novelist to carry out a noble purpose 
with such ignoble instruments as the people 
who figure in the pages of ‘A Modern In- 
stance?’ 
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A HISTORY OF GEORGIA, 
We do not desire to advise the legislature 
ofits duty. We rather prefer to take the 
attitude of the cautious member who voted 
“no” on every proposition and was thus safe 
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from criticisnt on any bill that might be 
passed. 
But there is one duty for the present leg- 


islature so plain and imperative that we can-! |.

not refrain from calling attention. Mr. 
Charles C. Jones, Jr., of Augusta, has writ- 
ten a history of Georgia, which is now ready 
for the press. In order that he may secure 
good publishers and guarantee them a safe 
venture he asks that the legislature subscribe 
for 500 copies at a cost of not to exceed five 
dollars a volume. These copies can be distri- 
buted to the county officers, if desired,and kept 
in each county’s archives or used in building 
up the state library by exchanging for other 
books. The memorial of Mr. Jones will be 
presented by Hon. W. T. Gary, of Richmond. 

We do not think the legislature will hesi- 
tate to grant what is asked. We have no his- 
tory of Georgia that pretends to be complete 
or anything like complete. One of tle orig- 
inal thirteen states we have literally no con- 
secutive record of the settling of the state, 
of the colonial days, ot the agitation period 
preceding the revolution or of Georgia’s part 
in the revolution itself. Ina few years the 
last tradition of these glorious days will have 
been lost unless it is put in permanent shape. 
It is not too much to say that with Mr. 
Jones himself will perish the best hope ofa 
scholarly and accurate history of the first 
struggles and first steries of our great com- 
monwealth. 

If the legislature 
in the matter the two volumes will 
ed in ashort time. If it does not, 
ful if Mr. Jones can find a publisher who wili 
undertake to publish so costly a work for a 
special class of readers. Mr. Jones’s memorial 
is strongly indorsed by letters from Gevernor 
Stephens, Governor Jenkins, Senator Brown, 
Judge Jackson, General Toombs, the late 
Senator Hill, General Lawton, General Jack- 
son, General Gordon, General Evans, Judge 
Warner, Judge Hook and others. There 
can be no question of the peculiar. fitness of 
Mr. Jones for this work. He has given his 
whole life to the study of our colonial history 
and he has incomparably the largest knowl- 
edge on all things relating to that period.

Whe will Inherit the Piume Lald Aside by the Kaight 
of Maine? 

Wasuineton, November 16.—Blaine’s sud- 
den determination to take himself out of the 
presidential fight does not surprise any one 
who knows him. He was absolutely over- 
whelmed, say his friends here, at his own 
work. He had plotted to take revenge on 
certain of his enemies, and the result brought 
down ruin, which included himself as well. 
The next day after the election a lifelong 
Blaine man said: ‘‘There is not a particle of 
political life left in him. He's even deader 
than Arthur. Conkling is hale and hearty in 
comparison. Blaine has absolutely no future. 
Even he must see it. From his proclamation 
it would seem that he sees. Since Blaine has 
taken, or rather confessed, himself blown out 
of the presidential category his friend, whose 
observations the morning after the election 
have been given, said: ‘‘Blaine’s supporters 
are in a plight even worse than the stalwarts. 
He leaves them so suddenly that they will be 
thrown into confusion. Having followed 
him, some of them, into the ranksof the 
enemy, and utterly overthrown their own 
party in his interest, as they supposed, re- 
sentment will with many be the predomi- 
nating feeling. Hereafter Blaine will find 
his power is largely diminished.”’ The peace- 
makers are more thorough, and the partisans 
of aswarm of candidates are coming to the 
front.

TALLAPOOSA, (SILVER RIVER.) 


Interesting Histery and PDescripticn of the New Town 
and the Big Sale on the 28th, by Mr. T. A. Frierson. 

In the year 1826, the first white settlements were 
made on the banks of the Big Talla ma river near 
Charlestown, an ancient Indian village named for 
one of their great warriors.

Dr. J. 8. Wileon’s Missionary Career in Georgia—At- 
tracted to Atlanta—The Original Church Gath- 
ering—The Membership Roll—Paying the 
Preacher—Building the Church. 


Atlanta is not an old city, and yet she has 
ber dead, whose names have passed into ob- 
livion, or are on’y recalled when looking ever 
some musty oi paper the inscription 
sugvests the fingers which penned it, And 
no older documents, it may be ventured, are 
to be found in the city than those embraced 
in and preserved as the history of the Presby- 
terian church in Atlanta. 

One of the first buildings which was suc- 
cessfully put under roof in the little clearing 
cut out in 1839 wasa male academy, situated 
in what is now the junction of north Pryor 
and Peachtree streets. In this ‘building the 
first sermon ever preached in what after- 


wards grew into Atlanta, fell from the lips of 
Rey. J. 8. Wilson, a Presbyterian preacher of 
note, then filling the pulpit of Decatur 
church. Thus it happened that the first move 
made of a public character was in the interest 
of education, and very naturally a Presbyte- 
rian preacher was close at hand, for peda 
gogue and preacher have a kinship with each 
other. Dr. Wilson was born in An- 
derson district, then Pendleton, South Caro- 
1a, on the 4th of January, 1796. Licensed to 
reach by the Presbytery of that state, he 
‘hose Georgia as bis field of labor, and from 
819 until 1824 ne preached at Ruckersville in 
Eibert county. In 1524 he turned his Jabors 
toward Gwinnet county, in which field he 
served for twenty years, as pastor of Fairview 
and Lawrenoeviile churches, and for fifteen 
years of the time was rector of the Lawrence- 
Ville academy. In 1544 he removed to Deca- 
‘tur, and for fifteen years was the pastor of the 
church at that place. It will be seen from 
this that the doctor must have passed through 
the wilderness where the city now 
stands in the period between = 1824 
and 1856, wnen the ax of Hardee Ivy began 
te fell the trees which had been the growth 
of hundreds of years. May itnot have occur- 
red to him as he mused in his labor of love, 
that great eas was the work he held in hand, 
there lay just abead of him in this trac kless 
forest a work still greater? Certain it is that 
as soon as his apostolic eye saw the first few 
shelters erected, and heard of the gathering 
of men atthe Terminus, he found time, in 
the multitude of his avocations, to call by 
and see if the great Master of the Vineyard 
was being served. He found here several who 
were ready to choose the better part, 
who in the search for things earthly were not 
unmindful of the things to come hereafter. 
Among these were Dr. Joseph Thompson and 
wife who were Presbyterians; Mrs. Anna IL, 
Houston, the wife of Mr. Oswald Houston, 
he latter subsequently for many years a rul- 
ng elder, besides several others. Conferences 
etween preac 99 and people were frequent 
until, in 1848, it was deemed that the time 
had come for po rl more detinite in the 
way of organization. The history of this pe- 
riod is made easy of access from a uss of ses- 
sional records, bills, receipts notices, and 
otber papers of a business character, pre- 
served by Mr. Oswald Houston, and by his 
widow placed in the hands of Rey. J. H. 
Martin. the present pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian churca. 
A LOOK AT THE RECORDS. 
These papers are yellow with age, 
the oldett authentic documentary 
of what was transpiring in early 
The first, a piece of white foolscap, a paper 
now gone out of use, recites that, “On the 
second Sabbath day of December, 1847, preach- 
ing atthe male academy in Atlanta by the 
Rev. J. Wilson, as a supply for the Presby 
terians of said city, and on said Sabbath an 
appcintment was made by the Rey. J. W. for 
allthe members in full communion in the 
Presbytenan church to assemble themselves 
at said aademy, on Saturday, the 
8th day of January, 1848, And 
adjourned. Agreeable to adjournment, 
on Saturday the &th, attended. Agreeing 
with the adjournment had preaching by the 
Rev. J. W., who acted as rector and entered 
into the organization of the Atlanta Presby- 
terian church, at which time the following 
declaration and rules were adopted:’’ After 
a declaration of religious views the document 
proceeds: ‘‘We, therefore, whose names are 
presented, subscribed, being by the provi- 
dence of God assembled in this place, and 
desirous to enjoy the benefits, privileges and 
ordinances of the church of C hrist, as receiv- 
and administered in the Presbyterian 
church in these United States, of which 
church we are all members and communi- 
cants, do agree to unite in the organization

THE SIGNERR, 

And here comes the point of most interest 
to the casual reader, the names of the chosen 
few whose privilege it was tomeet Dr. Wilson 
on that day and attach their signatures to 
the document above recited. The names are 
for the most part subscribed with a fi:m hand 
but the ink was either very. poor, or vve at- 
fects it with the touch of decay, for the let- 
ters are hardly discernable. Tue list reads:

Nineteen persons in all, yet how few of 
them are left. Most of them have entered 
into their reward, but Dr. Joseph Thompson 
still lingers with us having reached a patri- 
archal age, but retaining the bright mind 
and ready witof old. The first elders were 
Joel Kelsey, Oswald iston and James 
Davis, and at a later Gate A. F. Luckie. 
The names of two of them are perpetuated in 
Houston and !-uckie streets. Rev. J. S .Wil- 
som was engaged as stated supply, which ser- 
vice he performad in connection with bis du- 
ties at Decatur, with but little intermission 
until 1858. The names of What might be call- 
€d the auxiliary inembership of the chure h, 
must not be forgotten however. While the 
above numed signers gave the actual organiza- 
tion to the body, a subscription list which is 
among the documents preserve d, shows that 
many on the outside contributed their mite 
tewards the work. The list recitesthat ‘'wish- 
ing the ministerial services of Rev. J. 8. Wil- 
on, we promise to «6pay.s oto the 
elders of the Atlanta Presbyterian church 
the sums annexed our names forthe fourth 
of his time—viz: The second Sabbath in 
every month, and al! fifth Sabbathsincliusive, 
term commencing the first day of January, 
last. Subscribed to first of July, 1848.”’ How

OF CURIOUS INTEREST. 

The work on the new church progressed so 
far as to have the foundation completed, 
when the following bill was presented and 
receipted: ‘Atlanta, 10 June, 1850—Q. 
Houston, Treas. Pres. C. B. Com.—To Thomas 
Alexander, Dr. To 122% perches in base at 
$4, $191. June 10, 1850, Received the 
above account by cash and due- 
bill. [Signed.] Thomas Alexander.” In- 
dorsed was the following: ‘I have examined 
the measurements, etc., and find all in the 
above account correct. [Signed] H. L. Cum- 
ming.’’ The basement tinished, another sub- 
scription was started February 1, 1850, to 
raise money for the walls. Most of the gen- 
tlemen already named were on the new list, 
With other names forthe first time, among 
which are the following: Captain J. Jones $2, 
H. T Peeples $2.50, Wm. Ezzard, $5, W. W. 
Formwalt $5, D. N. Silvey $1, George Gun- 
by $5, Thomas F. Hall $5, Dr. J. F. Alexan- 
de $10, and M. E Gardner $5. In @ receipt- 
ed bill, dated February 9, 1850, Rev. J.5. 
Wilson, acknowledges, among otber items 
of payment four barrels of tlour at seven dol- 
lars each, paymentin kind being as accept- 
able as payment in the currency ef the peri- 
od. In the annual report of the church, 
made on the first of April, 1849, dated from 
“Atlanta, DeKalb county.’’ The membership 
is stated at uumber from last report 21, re- 
ceived on profession 3, by letter 7, total 28. 

THE SELECTION OF A LOT. 

There is a manuscript notice of a meeting, 
held probably in 184y, for the date is not giv- 
en, ‘‘in order,”’ it said, ‘to select a location 
for the Atlanta Presbyterian church.’’ Three 
lots were suggested, and a lot on Cone. street 
was chosen. Ihe building committee consist- 
ed of Judge Reuben Cone, Major Terry, Dr. 
Thompson, Mr. R. Peters and Judge Hayden. 
The building was completed and formally 
dedicated on “the 4th of July, 1852 The his- 
tory of the church was one of uneventful pro- 
gress until the advent of 1858, 
when disputes engendered in the 
question of pastorate led the 
presbytery to divide the church, le ting one 
party organize under the name of the First 
Presbyterian church of Atlanta, and the 
other party organize under the title of the 
Central Presbyterian church. The original 
names, such us the Kelseys, the Houstons, 
and the Norcrosses, together with a majority 
of the. membership, organized as the first 
church, and represented the old body in his- 
toric connection. Rev. J. 8S. Wilson was call- 
ed tothe full pastorate which he filled until his 
death in 1873, full of years and pious works. 
From the declaration of church as@ociation, 
made February 21st 1858, the following list of 
membership is taken, and its publication 
will be ot interest to all the older citizens of 
Atlanta, Joel Kelsey, Mrs. Diana Kelsey, O.

Of these whose names are on 
the roll of 1858 gre are dead and :nany are 
living; and of th Paving rit muy be said, al- 
most without exc ptior 1, that they have pros- 
pered. A stately church, grand in architect- 
ure and mag ition it in design, improved 
greatly over he plan the Decatur 
eburch,” has taken the place of the old 
building. In it Dr. J. H. Martin, the 
poet-preacher, has been wearing the mantle 
of Wilson, and wearing 1t worthily. But 
memory will fain fly back to the o! iden days

condemnation, be driven from the market. The 
interest that will be aroused will also result in 
showing the people who are not now informed on 
that subject the superiority of ‘‘refrigerator’’ .neats 
over meats freshly killed. There is avery strong 
prejudice in Atlanta against meat that is more 
than a few hoursold forthe reason that until lately 
refrigerators were not used hereatall. The butcher 
with whom the reporter talked was very much in 
favor of a market house, to be located over the rail- 
road tracks between Forsyth street and Whitehall 
crossing. Located there, a market house would be 
accessible to every side of the city, and very conve 

nient to all the horse car lines. 

During the past week, there has been a slight de 
cline in the wholesale price of pork, but not enough 
to authorize a reduction in the ret:il price, except 
where an unusual quantity is purchased The sup- 
ply of beef, pork, ete., has been very good and the 
stalls are well supplied. Few people 
have any idea of the quantity of beef 
and pork that is consumed in Atlanta. 
It is estimated that a hundred beeves and two hun- 
dred hogsere sacrificed daily on the altarof At- 
lanta’s appetites. The cold snap has ushered in 
some dressed poultry and a little game. Both are 
scarce, however. Dressed turkeys sell readily at 1s 
cents per pound. dressed chickens at = 16 
and ducks at 16. The dressed poultry 
issecured partly in Tennessee and partly in this 
market and is keptin refrigerators. Mallard ducks 
at $1.25 per pair. Teal ducks at$l, and grouse at 
$1.50 have been in the market. Snipes sell at sev- 
enty-five cents per pair. Quaiis at 20cts, rabbits 
from 10 to 132%, and other kinds of game 
not to be found. The fish supply is 
the same as last week. There is nothing new, and 
prices have not changed. The market is well sup 
plied, especially with snappers. In the vegetable 
market Rare is notbing tempting. There is al 
most nothing except a big stock of cabbage, at from 
two to three cents per pound. There is nothing

es'ivug Facts Given Cfliclally. 

We, the grand jury selected and sworn for the fall 

;erm of the Fulton county superior court, 1882, beg 
leave to make the following presentments: 


‘‘We have examined the books and papers of the 
various county officers as far asour time would 
permit, owing to the fact that at the spring term, 
a committee of citizens had been appointed for this 
purpose and did not go into a minute examination. 
rhis committee having made a complete and thor- 
eugh examination of the various offices have made 
their report to us, and init contains many valua- 
ble suggestions which we think should be adopt- 
ed and recommend that the county commission- 
ers see to it, that the county treasurer and other 
officers use the books and forms designated 
by the committee and that the re- 
port of this committee published as 
a part of the presentments this grand jury, 
for the information of the of this 
county. 

We examined the roads 
them in fair condition. 

The county jail we find to be neat and clean, 
prisoners well fed, and the sanitary condition of 
the building and prisoners carefully looked after by 
the county physicians. 

An examination of the county alms house found 
it ina very unsatisfactory condition—the building 
unfit for the purpose intended—and we recommend 
that the county commissioners at once have these 
buildings put in a proper condi ion for the unfor- 
tunate poor before the winter begins, and woul1 
also recommend that they employ sufficient help 
to gather fire wood, and do the washing for these 
inmates who are physically unable to do this labor 
themselves. 

We would recommend that the present locality 
be disposed of and amore suitable place nearer 
the city be procured for the location of the alms 
house, so that the charitably disposed citizens might 
render snch assistance to the poor unfortunate in- 
mates as humanity demand. 

The law makes it the duty of grand juries to ex- 
amine into the condition of the state convicts lo- 
cated in their respective counties. 

We examined the convict campof B, G. Lockett 
& Co., located on the Georgia Pacific railroad, at 
Chattahoochee station and found the convictsin a 
healthy condition, comfortably clad, supplied with 
an abundance of sound and wholesome food, con- 
sisting of bacon, corn bread, molasses and a variety 
of vegetables raised on the eo farm, a boun- 
tiful supply of good water forall practical purposes. 

We freely conversed with the convicts, and one 
nocomplaint from them. Wecarefully examined 
the stockade in which they were confined at night, 
and found it neatand clean, and admirably venti- 
lated, and so arranged as to be easily warmed and 
made comfortable in winter. We found a separate 
building for hospital purposes, which was neat 
and comfortable, and without a single patient. 

This camp was established in January, 1882, and 
has had an aversge of one hundred convicts; have 
lest one by death and two by escape. 

We also visitec the county conyicts’ camp, and 
found itin good condition—convicts doing valua- 
ble service in repairing and buildiag streets and 
roads, 

The law makes it the duty of the grand jury to 
examine the register kept by the ordinary and tax 
collector for registering liquor dealers for special 
oe a found the nar had been strictly complied 
with. 

We also recommend that the representatives of 
Fulton county be requested to have a bill™ passed 
by the legislature, authorizing the judge of thesn- 
perior court to appoint managers and clerks for all 
e ection precinctsin the county for state and county 
elections, said managers and clerks to be sworn, 
their compensation to be $ per day whiile-on 
duty, that staid managers be authorized to call 
upon any legal officer, or deputise any number of 
citizens lo suppréss all rioting or disorderly con- 
duct which mayjoccur in and around said pre- 
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reneral registration law passed, and that the 
pagers of said registration be appointed by the 
ige of thesuperior court. The books be opened 
rty days previous to the election,that said mana- 
é be required to furnish certificates of registration, 
ing thereon the stamp for that purpose—w hich 
tificate shall be presented by the voter with his 
lot. Said certificate to be stamped, bearing date 
said election and returned to voter to be used by 
m at any other state or county election dur- 
the year,that said registration stamps after said 
ctions be deposited in the ballot box and return- 
to the proper officer. Said managers to receivea 
r compensation by the county for said ser- 
fes. Said registration stamps to be furnished by 
county. 
eYVe also recommend that our representatives use 
sry possible effort, to have a general bill passed 
the next genera! assemby for the appointment of 
1 estate asse®sors for every county within the 
te—believiug firmly that the taxes paid on 
l estate heretofore, in every county throughout 
state, have pot been uniform and equally 
ne by our tax payérs. 
fe al-o recommend that our representatives usé 
ir influence to have the vagrant law so amend- 
that it will be more effective,which we think({will 
atly lessen crime in this county. 
n taking leave of his honor, Judge Hillyer, he 
lacceptovr thanks for kindness shown us; and 
Solicitor General B. H. Hill we are under obli- 
fons for information furnished, and kind an® 
ient attention shown us.

y, beg leave to submit the followiag report of 
d examination, which covers the time extending 
m April 1, 1880, to March 31, 1882: 

Ve commenced the examination in the office of 

e clerk of ‘he superior and city courts. In the 

ain, we find that office faithfully and eorrectly 

‘pt. This office isone of the most important in 

e county, and requires the strictest vigilance and 

re on the part of its a ts, thatthe rights of 

r citizens may be properly protected. 

The book called a supreme court docket, in which 

e entered the cases carried “to that court, we 

ind to be unsatisfactory and defective. The 

e-ent clerk bas prepared a book for this purpose, 
which will be found much more satisfactory than 
he one used heretofore 

The records of deeds and the execution 
dockets are so voluminous, that, in or- 
der that titles many be traced correctly, it is of vital 
im .ortance that the indexes to those 
rec rds shall&sbe full and complete. We 
fini that, about two years since a gener- 
alindex or deeds andexecutions was prepared at 
a heavy expense to the county and the present 
clerk has commenced a continuation of that work, 
which it is very important shall be kept up. 

Wefound great difficulty in ascertaining the 
amount due the county on account of jury fees 
collected. Theexecution doctet itt many cases 
furnishes no evidence of the pai ment of these fees; 
and when we sought the fi fas in erder te ascertain 
whether or notgthecost had been collected, in 
many instanees we could notsee them, owing to 
the practice which prevails of allowing parties or 
their sttorneys to take these papers from the diff- 
eren'tf{offices. 

We recommend that in future, clerks and. sheriffs 
be instructed not toallowany fi fas to be taken 
from their oftices without the payment of all costs 
due thereon; and that the oflicer who disregards 
such instructions shall be chargeable with the costs 
due on any such paper delivered without the pay- 
ment thereof. 

In this connection we desire to call attention to 
the cases for divorce. which are very numerous, 
and on which, we are informed by the clerk, the 
costis rarely paid. On each of these cases, there 
are six dollars {due the county for jury fees. 
Much of the time of the court is occupied in con- 
sidering such cases ata very heavy expense to the 
county, and that the rmail pittance due the coun- 
ty, should be withheld, is an outrage that ought in 
some way, to be prevented. 

We feananiand that you ask our members of the 
legislature to have tne law so amended, that no 
party in a divorce case shall haveany benefit from 
the decree rendered therein, until the cost attach- 
ing to the proceedings shall have been paid. 

To secure more certainty in the collection of the 
fees due the county, we have suggested to the 
clerk, that he keep a book in which shall be enter- 
ed all jury fees collected—stating the case on which 
paid, etc.: -nd that at the close of each month the 
amount due the county shall be paid to the treas- 
urerand his receipt for same entered on said book. 
The clerk has had such book made and agrees to 
keep it for the future; and we recommend that 
the sheriff be required to pay over to theclerk 
all such fees collected by him, that 
the same may be entered on said book. From the 
best information accessible to us we made and fur- 
nished the predecessor of the present clerk alist of 
jury fees apparently due the county by bim, and 

erewith submit his report on sametous. Owing 
to his not having returned the list furnished him 
by us, and the late day at which his report has been 
handed to us, wecannot examine inw its con- 
tents. 

ORDINARY’S OFFICE, 

The business ef the ordinary, we think,is con- 
ducted in a systematic manner and as required by 
law. 

COMMISSIONERS OF ROADS AND REVENUES. 

The commissioners of roads and revenues, we are 
satisfied, are giving proper attention to the finan- 
cial affairs of the county, and show proper vouch- 
ers forallamounts authorized to be paid by the 
county treasurer. We find there is due and unpaid 
to treasurer two hundred dollars on accoont of re- 
tail ‘iquor business, and to the county school com- 
missioners thirty-seven dollars and thirty-three 
cents on account of estrays sold. We are informed 
by the commissioners that a sum of money is re- 
tained on hand by them for incidental purposes. 
The revenue trom show licenses seems to 
have. been very deficient’ from April Ist, 
1830, to February, 1881. It does not 
appear thatarything had been colleeted or paid 
over to the treasurer for the period stated to the Ist 
of April last. Weare informed, howeve:, that the 
previous Ordinary hassince paid in twenty dollars 
on this account.
